Thero is only ono factory in Ilussia 


or the inannfncturo of playing cards. 
It has a monopoly of tho business and 
belongs to tho Foundling hospital. It is 
figured that there aro 80,000.000 people 
in Russia who play cards, and to supply 
tho demand this factory puts out 6,<JOO- 
000 packs of cards annually. In order 
to make this enormous quantity of cards 
only 329 women, aged from fifteen to 
twenty years, and sixty-eight men aro 
employed. And they aro chosen amid 
tho sisters, wives and daughters of the 
workmen at the factory. Both exterior- 
ly and iuluriorly tho fa ,ory is a model 
of cleanliness. This is 
10 of tho essen- 


tial conditions of this buinch of produc- 
tion. 


All the employees live at tho Victory 


and earn from h'vo to fifteen dollars n 
month. They work from 0 in tho morn- 
ing to 0 o'clock at night, and aro al- 
lowed two hours a day for their meals. 
BcsidcHtho ordinary playing cards of 
different qualities, tho factory produces 
annually 120,IHIO packs of figured cards 
for tho German colonies; also 12,000 
pucks of miniature playing cards as 
toys. The annual profit of tho factory 
amounts to about $300,000. Tho card- 
board is supplied by the Neva paper 
mill.—1'jxchangc.
